Boro Solicitor Authorized To 
Draft Ordinance Providing 
For Buying of Suitable Site

Borough Council's decision to draft an ordinance for 


purchase of less than an acre of ground at the foot of Market 
street brings the business section, a step nearer to a fair- 
sized municipal parking, lot. 


In addition to passing this resolution for the drafting 


of an ordinance, Council also decided to ask the Warren 
Planning "Commission to make a thorough study of the flow 
of traffic in the borough. This move was sparked by the 
suggestion that a right turn north on Market street be per- 
mitted against a red light by means of a green arrow, similar 
to the arrangement at Conewango and Pennsj'lvania avenue, 
east.These actions, taken at Monday night's February meet- 
ing, highlighted an otherwise routine session. While unani- 
mous approval was given to the drafting of the ordinance 
providing for purchase of the Nelson and Ellberg property, 
a final decision on the matter rests with Council at its March 
9th meeting when the ordinance, prepared by Borough Solic- 
*itor S. Knox Harper, will be 
submitted to a vote.

Councilman Sam Rasmussen re- 
ported that he,

Guards Seized By 
Rioting Prisoners 


*' Sfilem, Ore. UP)— A short-lived 
rebellion was put dowri at the 
State Prison last night and five 
guards seized as hostages were re- 
leased unharmed. 


Warden Virgil J. O'Malley said 


no prison property was damaged. 


The five unarmed guards were 


seized as they entered the segre- 
gation cell block to serve evening 
meals. One of the rebellious con- 
victs — all segregated for continued 
violation 
of prison rules — vvas 


armed with an improvised knife. * 


Some' 50 guards, armed with 


rifles and tear gas 
guns, sur- 


rounded the cell block. 
Convicts 


in other sections of the 1,500-in- 
mate prison, locked up for the 
night, remained calm throughout 
the disturbance. 


The prisoners called O'Malley to 


the cell door and presented their 
demands: 


1. Extension of their exercise 


period from the present 2% hours 
to three hours. 


2. Regular sentences for time re- 


quired in the segregation cells. 


O'Malley said the 
prisoners 


thought they were placed in segre- 
gation for indefinite periods for 
violation of prison rules. He ex- 
plained the time had been specified 
but the convicts had not been noti- 
fied. ' He told each of the prisoners 
how long they would have to re- 
main in segregation — ranging from 
two to seven months — and took the 
other demand under consideration. 


After that the convicts released 


the guards and permitted them- 
selves to be locked up.

It has been 
estimated that the new addition 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$730,000. 


Supt. Carl E. Whipple reported 


that both the building site and 
the room schedule have been ap- 
proved by the Pennsylvania State 
Department of Instruction, ,and 
that the project has been submit- 
ted and is on its way to approval, 
there having been a temporary de- 
lay because of a death in the De- 
partment. 


The 1953 budget of $453,637.94 


was given consideration and will 
come up for final approval at the 
jointure meeting in Beafy school 
library, March 9. The large item 
in the budget is $363,436.37 for in- 
struction.

At a meeting of the Joint Com- 


mittee, which followed the Join- 
ture meeting, it was decided to 
employ the firm of Lowrie and 
Green as architects for the Beaty 
addition.

Van Fleet tomorrow 
will surrender command of the 
Eighth Army 
to Lt. Gen.

At the front, fighting dwin- 


dled to brief patrol clashes and 
one light Communist thrust. 


Seoul (JP)—Gen, James A. Van 


Fleet said today a United Na- 
tions general offensive in Korea 
now would be a-certain success. 


On the eve of his farewell to the 


Eighth Army, the 60-year-old re- 
tiring commander again expressed 
belief in carrying the war to the 
Reds, said the U. N. lost oppor- 
tunities for whipping the Commu- 
nists, and called for a million-man 
Republic of Korea Army with 20 
combat divisions. 


Van Fleet made the statements 


in answering nine questions asked 
by The Associated Press as he pre- 
pared to turn over his command 
tomorrow to Lt. Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor and leave Korea for the 
first time since he arrived 22 
months ago. 


Authoritative sources say that 


for more than a year Van Fleet 
has not been able to launch a sin- 
gle battalion attack without con- 
sent from the.Far East Command, 
in Tokyo—and that Van Fleet hinV 
self was heart-sick when U. N. and 
U. S. decisions twice held him 
back from closing with the Reds 
for decisive, climactic battles- in 
1951. 


Van Fleet declined to elaborate 


on how an offensive might be 
mounted in Korea, To do that 
would compromise possible future 
Allied operations. But his answer 
to his earlier questions—and his 
whole record in the Korean War—• 
suggests the kind 
of" battle he' 


would have fought if he had his 
way. 


It would probably have been a 


massive, 
violent, 
grinding 
line 


drive by the whole force of the 
Eighth Army from coast to coast 
with ruthless armored thrusts up 
the natural invasion corridors in- 
to North Korea, or wherever the 
Reds weakened and collapsed.

Research Fights Heart Disease

RESEARCH LEADS THE WAY in the fight 
against diseases of the heart and circula- 
tion. One of its most challenging tasks is 
the search for the causes of rheumatic 
fever, high blood pressure and hardening 
of the arteries which together account for 
more than 90 per cent of all heart disease. 


Today, many clues to these causes are 


being intensively followed. For example, 
it is now believed that a fat-like substance, 
cholesterol, plays a part in initiating hard- 
ening of the arteries, the most widespread 
of all blood vessel diseases. A widely used 
technique for investigating hardening of 
the arteries involves producing the disease 
in animals by feeding them cholesterol. 


Among the powerful new weapons avail- 


able to medical scientists -are radioactive 
isotopes, by-products of the Oak Ridge 
atomic pile, whose tell-tale rays can be 
'measured with a Geiger counter. Sub- 
stances in which these isotopes are incor-" 
porated can be accurately followed in their 
course through the body. In heart re- 
search, such tracer studies have revealed 


new information about digitalis, a drug 
used to strengthen failing hearts. 


Research has produced valuable drugs 


for the treatment of certain heart diseases 
and important new diagnostic instruments. 
Among the latter is the catheter, a slender 
tube which can be threaded through a vein 
into the heart where blood samples are 
taken and pressures recorded, aiding in 
the diagnosis of heart abnormalities. 


Research has opened the way to dra- 


matic achievements in surgery on the 
human heart. Operations to correct heart, 
defects present at birth have restored to 
health children, among them "blue babies," 
who once would have, faced almost certain 
early death. One of the latest advances in 
this field is an operation to repair heart 
Valves dangerously scarred by acute rheu- 
matic fever. 


Heart research has high priority in the 


program of the American Heart Associa- 
tion and its affiliates. Contributions to the 
Heart Fund provide urgently needed sup- 
port for this key weapon in the attack on 
heart diseases, the leading cause of dis- 
ability and death in the United States.

MUNICIPAL PARKING LOT IN PROSPECT 
While many of the details remain to be worked 


out and it may be some time before the plot is 
available, it is encouraging indeed to note that bor- 
ough council has taken another essential step toward 
the important project of acquiring property for use 
as a public parking lot adjacent to the business 
section. 


As will be noted in the writeup of the February 


meeting held last evening the property in question 


i is located at the foot of Market street, and consists 
\ mainly of land leclaimed by filling in the old mill 


race. 


Last night's decision paves the way for the bor- 


ough solicitor to draft an ordinance for the purchase 
of less thar an acre of ground. Such a plot would go 
a long way toward relieving the traffic congestion 
in and around the business section. It is hoped that 
necessary arrangements will be worked out immedi- 
ately so that a Municipal Parking Lot will be made 
available with as little delay as possible. 


HOW TO CUT THE BUDGET 


In 1953, Americans won't start working for them- 


selves until April 22. 


All wages, salaries, rents, interest and dividends 


received up to that date will be gobbled up by 
taxes. 


Altogether, levied by federal, state, and local gov- 


ernments will total about $90 billion, or 30 per cent 
of the national income, according to the U. S. Treas- 
ury and the Department of Commerce. 


Which is another way of saying that citizens will 


work for the tax collectors during the whole first 
third of this yeai. This startling disclosure is con- 
tained in "Tax Facts," published by the Finance De- 
partment of the Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed" States. 


The Chamber is convinced that take-home pay 


can be increased if government spending is wise and 
efficient. 
Recently, its board of directors recom- 


mended a limit on federal spending of $68 billion as 
"both necessary and possible" in fiscal 1954. 


An analysis by the Chamber's staff on govern- 


ment expendituies shows that the $68 billion budget- 
could be attaired provided that, on the whole, no 
government agency is given more money to spend 
in fiscal 1954 than the lowest figure for expenditures 
Of 1952 (actual) or 1953 and 1954 (estimated). Some 
agencies might justify more, a few, less. 


To reach that $68 billion figure, the Chamber's 


staff checked expenditures, actual or estimated, for 
every major federal activity in those years against 
the requests for 1954. The total of the differences 
reached $10 billion, which, subtracted from the $78 • 
billion total 1954 requests, leaves $68 billion. 


That is roughly $10 billion less than the outgoing 


President asked. 


\ 
The staff found instance after instance where the 


•- request for 1954 ran way ahead of the lowest ex- 
. penditure, actual or estimated, for the three years 
checked. Whirh of course, helps to account for the 
whopping $78.6 billion estimated expenditures for 
1954.

EDSON EN WASHINGTON * 


TV Coverage of Press Talks 
Has 'Bugs' to Be Worked Out

TT7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—The prospect of televising one of Presi- 


dent Eisenhower's press conferences—while intriguing to the 


great look-and-listen audience—has opened up a whole new pano- 
rama of technical, political, propaganda and psychological questions. 


There are matters of finding a suitable place and time, making 


room for the cameras, providing proper lighting, shutting off eager- 
beaver reporters who might want to hog the mike with local-interest 
questions for hometown consumption, and. finally, protecting the 
President from any accidental slips 'of the tongue. 


The long-established rule at all White House press conferences 


is that the President can never be quoted directly, without his 
official permission on specific points. That rule was established for 
the protection of the President against misquotation. 


With a televised, live broadcast of a presidential press conference, 


however, any inadvertent slip of the tongue would be on the record 
for good. 


The only way to avoid such mistakes would be to have questions 


submitted in advance and the carefully-prepared answers read into 
the mirt ^phones. This would completely" destroy the spontaneity 
of the p » ss conference atmosphere. 
/~INE • .her suggested way to get around this would be to record 
^ the press conference on film, then edit the film and censor out 
the bugs for a later kinescope telecast. 


Television experts disapprove of this for several reasons. First, 


the spot news value of the press conference would be all gone'by 
the time the TV show got on the air. Second, kinescope recordings 
don't have the same quality as live telecasts. 


There are other technical problems which are even more bother- 


some. The four TV networks—NBC, ABC, CBS and DuMont—are 
perfectly willing to pool the operation. Even so, it would take three 
cameras to pick it up properly. Two would be on the President from 
different angles. The other would cover the reporters. 


Each TV camera requires at least 25 square feet of floor space, 


crowding out a number of reporters. To shoot down on the press 
conference, as from a balcony, would be difficult photographically 
because of President Eisenhower's high and somewhat bald forehead. 


Placing microphones so as to pick up the reporters' questions 


from all corners of a big room would be difficult, though it might 
be done by a long microphone boom, swung from overhead. 


'"TIMING is another headache. If the press conference were put on 
-*• in the morning it might be an "island" program—nothing before 
and nothing after. It would have a small audience. 


Putting the press conference on at night would cut into paid 


programs. Or. if a press conference were held on a fight night, that 
would be the end of the President's popularity. 


To avoid some of the mob-scene press conferences like those 


televised from the Chicago convention headquarters, it has been sug- 
gested that attendance be limited. That probably -wouldn't work. 
Anyone denied admission could squawk for his rights. If all the 
reporters wanted to ask questions, it would take hours to get around. 


In spite of all these obstacles, no one in authority is yet willing 


to say that a presidential press conference couldn't be televised, or 
shouldn't be. It's a logical development in news coverage. The 
advantage to a President in being able to put his direct answers to 
questions right into the home is obvious. 


Sometime s'oon, representatives of the TV networks and White 


House Press Secretary Jim Hagerty are' expected to sit down and toy 
to work out how it can be done.
